Indian Ocean now comprises four combatants, nine mine- 
sweepers, and one diesel-powered attack submarine. An E- 
class attack submarine departed the Sea of Japan on June 28 
and may be heading toward the Indian Ocean. Further, the 
Soviet's are apparently sending their helicopter carrier 
Leningrad to the 10. It is now off the coast of Liberia and 
may participate in Soviet mine-clearing operations at the 
southern end of the Suez Canal. 
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
